MORTALITY OF CHILDREN IN EUROPE,

A paper was read ut the lnst meeting of the
Statisticnl Society ol Loundon, by Do W, Pare,
F. R, B, on the *Mortality of Children in the
Principal Cities of Europe.™ The proportion of
Eungli-n ehiliren, he said, who die io the first
five yeurs ol age, s very large; and one of the
cuusez ol this great loss of lie, sinonz the
poorer classes, especially, 1= want ol cure and
attention, by regson ol the absence of the
mother at work o the field or in the factory,
often at the precie period when the child most
necils copstant  looking  aiter. Hlegitimate
children are, tor obvious rensons, almoa exclu-
gvely the vietis of mfantickde; out the nom-
ber of denths irom that erime; he alleges, 1= in-
considerable in comparison with the number of
untimely deaths from otber causes, Noune of
the Bintes of Burope, ontside ol Bueland, pub-
ligh an account of the ¢auses of death of the one-
tire population, so no comparison enn be made
in that respect: but date heve been obtained
from oflicia]l sonrces from which an necurate
view ol the loss ol young lives in BEarupe, trom
all causes, can be given,  The facts o not at all
refer to the same period, but rupge variously
from 1851 to 1863, in the different countries,
The birth rate in taly and Prossis ig 39 per 1000
oi the whole population; Spain and Austrin, 873
England, the Netherlands, Denmark, and
Bweden, 34; Norway, 383: Belelum, 30;
and Spuin, 20, The aooual rate of mor-
tality ol chitdren under five years of
age, per 1000 of the population of the sune age,
is In Norway 41; Sweden, 51; Denmark, &
England, 68; Belgium, 75; France, 70; Piussla,
§2; the Netherlands, 917 Austria, 101; Spain,
1125 and Haly, 114, Iu Bogland the mortulity
ol children under five years of age 18 101 in
thirty lorge town districts, while in the sixty-
three henlthy aistricts of England 1t is ounly
forty. Of 1000 children born nhive in Norway,
833 attain tive years of age; in Denmark and
Sweden, 707; in England, 736; in Belginm, 733;
Frauee, T11; Prussia, (83; the Nethorlands, 6793
Austrin and Spain, G37; Laly, 600; Russia, 6033
in the sixty three healthy districts of Eneland,
823; and in thirty large town disiriets ot Eng
land, 645, Consequently the proportion of
deaths out of 1000 childven born alive is in Nor-
way 167; Denmark and Sweden, 200; Boglaod,
264; Belgium, 207; France, 283 Prossip, 417:
the Netherlunds, 327; Austrin and Bpain, 369,
Italy, 304; Russia, 307; sixty-three Lealthy dis.
tricts ol i-lm:lund. 177; and in thirty lurg: town
districts ol Fogland, 356, The recoras of the
weerage of England show that of 100 clildren
orn alive in peers' families 90 survive, ten only
dsing i the first nve years of gze; and the
deaths among the children of tne Euglisn clergy
sre nearly o the same proportion.
